LONDON, Dec, 23.—America’s 
contribution to the doctors’ deter- 
mined struggle to save the life of 
King George arrived at Southamp- 
ton on the Leviathan yesterday 
afternoon.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 293.—The 
man who found the cause and cure 
for a mysterious disease has been 
attacked by a strange malady that 
threatens him with death. 

Two blood transfusions have 
been given to Dr. Joseph Goldber- 
ger, United States Public Health 
Service physician and conqueror of 
pellagra. and others will be made 
semiweekly. His physicians are at 
a loss to explain his illness, though 
they agree that it is some form of 
anemia. 


Twenty of Dr. Goldberger’s asso- 
ciates volunteered for blood trans- 
fusions when it was learned that 
these were needed and 14 were ac- 
cepted. 

Dr. Goldberger gained fame by 
his work with pellagara, his studies 
showing that it was caused by the 
absence of a specific vitamin, 
which he named PP. Tracing the 
disease to an unbalanced diet, he 
worked out a cure during the 15 
years that he was in charge of 


field investigations of the malidy 
for the Public Health Service. This 
cure was the use of dried yeast, | 
which also served as a preventive. 

Pellagara in the 
centered in the South and after 
the flood of 1927, which impover- 
ished wide sections, another out- 
break of it was feared. The Red 
Cross. distributed several tons of 
dried yeast among the refugees and 
there were only occasional and 
widely scattered cases. 

Known among laymen princi- 
pally for his work with pellagra, 
among his fellow scientists Or. 
Goldberger’s research work on yel- 
low fever, dengue fever, measles, 
typhus fever, diphtheria and other 
infectious diseases has commanded 
attention and respect. 

His work with pellagra marked 
an advance in the study of nutri- 
tion in general. He was engaged 
in dieting studies in the Public 
Health Service’s laboratory here 
when he became ill about three 


weeks ago.

Apparently, the chief argument urged on behalf of 
Yeager is that Birmingham, whe was tried separate 
ly, escaped the noose with a sentence te life impris 
enment. It seems to the Post-Dispatch that this argu- 
ment is effectively answered in a resolution adopted 
by the Swediah National Society, of which Schou was 
a member. The resoiution, opposing clemency on the 
ground that it would weaken respect for law and en- 
eourage similar crimes, savrs:

more vital. Mr. Bryan meant the peopie 
rather than the “money deviis” should ruie, 
but the question is graduaily coming for- 
ward whether the peopie or the states shail 
rule. It is believed by large centers of 
population that under the electorai sys- 
tem small states have too much power, ag 
old point which was debated fierceiy when 
the Constitution was under consideration. 
The St. Leuis Post-Dispatch believes in 
mags rule and deciares that “under a new 
law. proposed by Representative Summers 
of Texas the votes of the electora! college 
would be sent to Washington by registered 
mail instead of being carmed by ene mem- 
ber from each state The estimated saving 
to the Government would be approximately 
$15.000 for each election. There are twa 
other wars of saving expenses, both better 
than the plan of Mr. Summers, which. after 
all, would eat up iots of postage. One is to 
turn the election over to the Literary Di- 
gest. as has many times been suggested, 
and the other is to abolish the electoral 
college and elect Presidents, as they should 
be elected. on the basis of the popuiar rote. 

Thie svstem would be most revciutionary 
and completely destroy the foundation of 
equality of states. It was not the intention 
to hare the national Government ruled di- 
rectiy by the people but indirectly through 
the states. The same reasoning for a direct 
vote for President would call fer abolishing 
the United States Senate. Nevada. with 
small population, has as many Senators as 
New York. The object was to preserve fhe 
sovereignty of the states and prevent “masse” 
rule. The foundation was somewhat under- 
mined when an amendment was adopted 
previding for the direct ¢iecticn of Senators 
by popular vote. But stil! they stand for 
equality of tip states and the Senate stands 
for rule by the states rather than br the 
peopie direct.

The Public Service Commission 
now is supported in part by ap-

‘enue of the State, and chiefly by 
| fees charged against public utilities 


for audits, valuations, rate investi 
gations and approval of security 
issues. 

The recommendatio#, in its pres- 
ent form, is for a tax of possibiy 
one-fifth of 1 per cent of the an- 
nual gross revenues of the publile 
utilities regulated by the Commis-

EX RICKARD is trying to 
spice up his pugilistic decoc- 
tion with a flavor of Jack Demp- 
sey. He holds out the possi- 
bility that Jack will come back 
to the ring, lured by tne chance 
to grab a vacant throne. 
Jack is to be the bait that will 
attract thousands of dollars to 


the elimination matches. The 
public will want to see what 
manner of men these are who 
will be asked to face the almost 
immortal King of Socko. There 
will be zest to the shows as long 
as the name of Dempsey is even 
remotely connected with them. 

One hopes that no serious at- 
tempt is being made to beguile 
Jack back into the ring. He 
hasn’t deserved that of Rickard 
It could be considered an un- 
friendly act. 

Dempsey, idle for two years, 
on top of previous idlenesses, 
can not be a tip-top fighting 
man. He might be able to pitch 
a powerful blow but he is past 
the time when he can find the 
target for his artillery. 

Jack couldn't regain in a year 
of training what he has lost in 
the last two years of idleness. 
Co-ordination, resistance to pun- 
ishment' and -punching power 
beyond doubt have been im- 
paired.
